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ORR Revue Celebrates Irving Berlin

In planning Old Rochester Regional High 
School's 2013 Alumni Summer Production, Director Paul 
Sardinha was forced to drop the contemporary in favor of 
the classic just four days before auditions were set to start. 

Because a Broadway touring company was 
presenting "Legally Blonde" within a certain geographical 
radius and time frame, rights issues dictated that 
Sardinha and his crew find a new musical. 

"It was two months before we were going to 
open," said Sardinha, who has led the Drama Club for 21 
of his 24 years at ORR. "We needed to produce something 
really quick." 

So, he and his Assistant Director, Sheila Furtado, 
reached back into the past for a show they put together 
in 1995: The "Irving Berlin Revue." Their celebration of 
the legendary songwriter's catalog had found success in 
locales as close as the Marion Art Center and as far-flung 
as Bainbridge Performing Arts in Seattle. 

"It's a great journey across Irving Berlin's huge 
body of work," Sardinha said. "It's family-oriented, 
cabaret-style, with black dresses and tuxedos and costume 
pieces and props. Everybody knows at least 10 of these 
songs." 

The revue, at two and a half hours, contains 
40 songs, including "There's No Business Like Show 
Business," "Anything You Can Do I Can Do Better," "My 
Wife's Gone to the Country," and "God Bless America." 
The cast is comprised of 46 ORR Drama Club alumni and 
current students. 

Conductor Michael Amaral, Class of 2007, said he 
was commuting from Danvers, where he teaches music, to 
participate in the production. 

"It's a thrill to be back working with Paul 
and Sheila," Amaral said. "This is my third alumni

production. It's always nice to be back. Paul says 'Jump,' 
and I say 'How high?'" 

During a recent rehearsal, Sardinha, Furtado, 
Amaral and Costume Designer Helen Blake took the cast 
through various numbers and exercises for upward of 
three hours on a Wednesday evening, with opening night 
a week away. Furtado, for her part, was impressed. 

"These are young adults who understandably 
had little concept of the Great American Songbook," she 
said. "Their homework was to YouTube all of the videos. 
They are embracing it, enjoying it, and making it their 
own. I admire them. These young voices doing the songs: 
It gives me goose bumps." 

The "Irving Berlin Revue" runs August 1, 2 
and 3 at 7:30 pm, and August 4 at 2:00 pm, at the ORR

when going to the movies wasn't such a passive activity; 
it required effort. It was a time of Friday night dates, 
Saturday afternoon matinees and the drive-in theater. 

From the time I was old enough to understand 
human voices, I heard the stories of my mother's girlhood 
and her unlimited access to motion pictures. Back in the 
day, both her mother and grandmother were ''matrons'' 
at the theaters situated in the tiny village of Onset. Those 
ladies were a dynamic duo. They'd clean the theater 
before and after the showings, walk the aisles keeping 
law and order, and even clean the bathrooms. I can't tell 
you how many times my mother recounted scenes not 
from the movies she saw, but from the stories told to her 
by her Ma and Gramma. One of her favorites was that the 
hardworking matrons found women, without a doubt, 
dirtier than men. Of course, these opinions came from 
their restroom cleaning adventures, details of which you 
will be spared. This was the Depression Era. Women were 
scraping for any type of work to help feed their families, 
even work they found innately unpleasant. Not quite 
Dickensian, but close. 

My mother was oftentimes allowed free 
admission by the manager, who took pity on the little girl 
waiting for her mother's shift to end. Other times, her 
grandmother would slide a pass along from her perch 
inside the ticket booth. Either way, there wasn't a movie 
running that my mother didn't see numerous times. 

There was the Temple Theater and the Onset. 
Imagine two large theaters in that tiny Victorian town. 
By the mid-1950s, both buildings were boarded up. The 
height of their glory years spanned between the 1920s and 
the 1940s. Their demise was twofold: more automobiles 
owned by more people, hence greater access to venues 
further from home; and the invention of television. 

But for many, the memory of Saturday afternoon 
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matinees brings back walking to ''the show'' with your 
pals, or hand-in-hand with your sweetheart to see iconic 
stars like Judy Garland, Jimmy Cagney, Mickey Rooney 
Abbott and Costello, Buster Keaton, John Wayne, Barbara 
Stanwyck, Joan Crawford, Humphrey Bogart, Lauren 
Bacall, Betty Davis, Roy Rogers and Dale Evans, and the 
Lone Ranger. And who can forget Shirley Temple? (Not 
me - 1 even had a S.T. doll long before my first Barbie.) 

By the time I started going to the movies, many 
of my present-day associates were already veterans of the 
fun. 

"We used to get all the guys in the neighborhood, 
jump on our bikes and head to the movies. The show 
cost maybe 25 cents and you'd need a nickel for a bag

of popcorn or a candy bar/' This gentleman went on to 
share that "New Bedford was loaded with motion picture 
shows. There was the Capitol, Center, Olympia, Empire, 
State, Rialto, Baylies Square, the original Zeiterion, and 
the Orpheum/' When asked what he liked to see the most, 
without hesitation he said, "Cowboys and Indians!" 

"We only had radio back then, so the movies were 
the thing . . . After watching a Western, we'd put our ears 
to the railroad tracks near our house because we were 
Indian Scouts!" he added. 

Another person of a particular age remembers 
his movie going this way: "The Criterion theatre in 
East Rockaway, N.Y., was our Saturday afternoon home 
away from home. John Wayne came along to bring our 
childhood war games to real life in Sands oflwo Jima. 
Funny and confusing since, three years earlier, Mr. 
Wayne had also morphed into similar heroic acts against 
Native American Indians in Fort Apache. Back to 1951, 
Hollywood trended to the dark side with one of the 
scariest movies we could imagine: The Thing. Kids who 
had seen it the week before had warned us to do sneak 
peeks and not look during certain frightening scenes. I 
clearly remembered the queue at one point and put my 
jacket sleeve up to my eye (as if it were a periscope), 
reluctantly cheating on the previous friendly advice." 

A husband and wife team remember their years 
growing up in New York's boroughs and bring us the 
following: "We went to the Pioneer Theater because our 
parents dropped us off there on Saturdays to get rid of us 
for a few hours!" 

The wife went on to share, "It had holes in the 
roof, so on rainy days you might get wet, but we didn't 
care." 

I love this slice of life that she finished her 
reminisces with: "Our neighborhood was small, yet we 
couldn't go far because bad neighborhoods surrounded 
us and we didn't have money for the bus or a car, so when 
someone got married at the local church, everyone went 
there to watch the ceremony. Life centered around the 
church and the theater." 



The husband said, "Movies were the escape, an 
adventure; even walking there was a big deal because 
you were leaving the few blocks that were your everyday

world/' 

Still another person whose vintage recollections 
add dimension and texture to those days: "Yvcv from 
Hartford, Conn., we had big theaters on Main Street/' 
He described the interiors as plush with painted frescos, 
chandeliers, grand resplendence as the screens came to 
life with the much loved line-up of ''News of the Day," 
cartoons and a double feature. 

I didn't go to the movie theater very often as a 
kid, but I do remember seeing an Elvis flick. The film had 
been colorized using new processes called Technicolor. 
Elvis' hair was tar pit black, shirt iridescent red, and 
slacks shimmering blue. Oh, Elvis, he was such a vision 
for my pubescent eyes, even in unbelievable hues not 
available in the natural world. 

The drive-in theaters were really my favorite. 
You got to wear your PJs outside the house, play on 
the swings and slides before the movies started, and 
eat deep fried foods, ice cream, and/ or candy, while 
lounging on the hood of the car watching the show. Once 
the mosquitos got too aggressive, I'd scramble into the 
backseat and usually fall asleep to the tin can voices from 
the window speaker. 

From the Smithsonian website we learn that in 
1933, Richard Hollingshead opened the first drive-in in 
Camden, New Jersey. He was an auto-parts salesman who 
understood American's love of the automobile. Pairing 
the activity of watching a movie while sitting inside one's

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prize possession, the automobile, was genius on his part. 

Hollingshead had to experiment for a few years 
before he could figure out the best way to position the 
cars in the lot for viewing pleasure. He came up with 
a graduated ramp system placing the cars at different 
heights. The concept of drive-in movies, however, didn't 
really take off until the development of the in-car speakers 
in the early 1940s. Another reason that people gravitated 
to the open-air theaters was the flexibility. They could 
bring their babies, they could smoke, they could carry 
in their own snacks and drinks. By 1958, there were 
approximately 4,000 drive-in movie theaters in the U.S., 
while today there are about 400 that struggle to stay 
open. Interesting side note: China is suddenly becoming

enthralled with drive-in theaters, as more and more 
Chinese own cars. 

Another family member was an usher at the 
Wareham drive-in. Uncle John loved the movies and 
he loved his job at the drive-in. He'd walk between the 
rows with his flashlight making sure nothing bad was 
happening, like people drinking beer or making out. Years 
later, when he lived with my parents, he and my mother 
would stay up late at night watching all the old black and 
white films on TV with the lights out, as if they were in a 
movie theater or the drive-in. 

The film industry's financiers understood the 
mechanics of turning a profit: the movie needed to play 
frequently. In that regard, the drive-ins were a lost leader. 
The " M' movies were aired indoors numerous times per 
day before ever being released to the drive-ins. Hence, the 
drive-ins often got the quality films while waiting 
for the better flicks. Alas, it is a sad fact that as drive-ins 
began to decline in popularity, the films they could get 
were also declining - many resorted to pornography to 
keep the business going. Today, I think the nearest outside 
theater is in Wellfleet, and they do air first-rate movies. It 
is a tribute to a time gone by. 

The movies still leave lasting memories for us. 
My granddaughter fondly recalls her first real movie in a 
theater with her dad. They went to see Piglet's Big Movie. 
Her father, my son, remembers Superman in the huge 
cinema in Long Beach, Calif., December 1978. 1 couldn't

But we love 
movies. Heck, there's a movie out now that was partially 
filmed in Onset last summer! Making and watching films 
is part of our American culture. Long live the movies!

Parrot 

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her 
seed mix.

What should I feed my parrot?

Thursday night. Several abutters sent letters of support 
for the project, while the majority of those attending the 
meeting spoke in opposition of it. 

Mahoney was represented by David Davignon of 
Schneider & Associates, and presented a revision of the 
original plan presented at the previous Zoning Board of 
Appeals meeting held in June. The revised plan showed 
a different setback at the corner of Dexter and Wilson 
Roads, an intersection that neighbors said was dangerous 
for children in the neighborhood. 

''We've pulled the build 7 feet from Dexter and 
4.2 feet from Wilson," Davignon said, "and the driveway 
is now a single lane, 12 feet off the property line." 

In addition, the town bylaws allow a four- 
bedroom home, while the original plans showed a five- 
bedroom home, which was also amended in the revised 
plans. 

"What is the height?" asked member Betsy Dunn. 

"From roof peak to average grade is 32.8 feet," 
Davignon replied. The home will sit above the five and 
a half foot base due to newly enacted National Flood 
Insurance Act requirements. 

"This home is overwhelming for such a small 
lot," Karen Molson said. "This opens the door for 
overbearing homes, which forces the neighborhood to 
lose privacy and sunlight." The total lot size is 2,186 
square feet and the proposed house would cover 31.5 
percent of the lot.

on Thursday at the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting. 

The presentation by Kenneth Steen of Kenneth 
Steen Real Estate Inc. and Edward Gless of Existing 
Grade, both representing Baywatch Realty Trust, shows 
a revised plan eliminating the bridge and presenting a 
new access adjacent to The Wave Restaurant, recently 
acquired from owner Todd Zell. The revised plans show 
an access point coming in and on property adjacent to the 
restaurant parking area, now in a wooded area. None of 
the existing parking of The Wave Restaurant would be 
impacted by the project. 

The other substantial change in plans was the 
roadway in, out and through the proposed development. 
The previous roadway varied from 22 feet to 24 feet. At 
issue was whether a 49-foot ladder fire truck could make 
its way through the complex with the existing landscape 
design in an effective and timely manner The new design 
has the entire project having a 24-foot street width.

under agreement and actually purchased. A motion was 
made to continue the hearing to August 8.

Marion Conservation Commission

A house dating to 1690 at 370 Delano Road will be 
moved to another location on the same property. Owners 
Thomas and Susan Dexter presented their plans to the 
Commission and said that the dwelling would be moved 
from 370 Delano Road to 366 Delano Road onto a new 
foundation south of the old dwelling. A 14-by-20-foot 
addition and a deck between the existing dwelling and 
the moved dwelling will be built. 

In other business, the Commission took 
under consideration a Request for Determination of 
Applicability to demolish and reconstruct a dwelling at 
16 South Street, as well as construct a gravel driveway to 
access the new garage.

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mooring in the harbor since 1994, went to the meeting at 
Field's suggestion to voice his concern about the limited 
number of ''out-of-town'' dingy permits. He said that if 
one isn't able to be in the area on the evening of January 1 
each year, you'd miss the January 2 rush to secure one of 
the five permits issued each year. 

There ensued numerous suggestions brought 
forward by the Committee members, but most were either 
too far from Berginer's mooring location or required a 
resident parking permit, which Beringer cannot obtain. 

Field concurred that there is a line on January 
2 for one of the precious permits and that it had always 
been this way. But it was also pointed out that since 
increasing the number of moorings in the harbor, this 
important matter of non-resident dingy permits has not 
increased along with them. 

Member Carlos DeSousa made a motion to 
review this issue along with all rules and regulations and 
to have the entire document completed and ready for 
implementation by late October. This was seconded. 

In the meantime, Beringer will work with Field 
to find an accommodation once a site is agreed upon for 
his dingy and the safety of his motor vehicle during his 
overnight stays in the harbor. 

Next, member Walter Reid gave his subcommittee 
report on what other towns in the area are charging 
for various marine activity fees. This matter has been 
discussed during previous monthly meetings in an effort

to bring the Board of Selectmen reasonable increase 
suggestions. Reid recently spoke to the Fairhaven 
Harbormaster and learned that this town wished to 
keep costs low for residents so that the average family 
would not be priced out of enjoying the water. For 
instance, they do not have mooring fees but do charge 
residents $1 per foot as a waterways usage fee and $4 
per foot for nonresidents using their resource for more 
than 14 days per year. Fairhaven does have an active 
commercial fishing fleet, which helps to subsidize the 
town's financial needs for water-related budget items. 
Several more towns still need to be polled before the 
subcommittee will be prepared with their complete report 
and recommendations.

Regarding infrastructure work. Field said that 
electrical work had begun at the piers but is scaled back 
due to only receiving $100,000 during Town Meeting - 
about a $30,000 shortfall from his estimated needs for this 
project.

Insects can carry a variety of diseases, so it's best 
to avoid them whenever possible. If you work outdoors, 
or if you plan to spend significant amounts of time 
outdoors, here are some tips to avoid mosquitoes and 
ticks: 

Protect your body to reduce chances of being 
bitten by mosquitoes and ticks. Cover your skin as 
much as possible in lightweight, loose-fitting clothing. 
Mosquitoes are attracted to darker clothing, so wear light 
colors if possible; 

Use spray only on exposed skin or on the outside 



of clothing. To apply to your face, spray into your hands, 
then apply. Avoid spraying repellent in open wounds or 
on irritated skin. If working in sunlight, apply sunscreen 
before insect repellent; 

For additional protection against ticks, use an 
insect repellent that contains permethrin; however, be sure 
to wash and dry clothes in high temperatures after work; 

Be diligent about checking for ticks on your skin 
and clothing - if you discover a tick, remove immediately 
with tweezers.

The Wolverine, Starring Hugh Jackman and Rila Fuku- 
shima. Directed by James Mangold. Running time: 136 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

When writer Chris Claremont and artist Frank 
Miller collaborated on the four-issue Wolverine mini-series 
in 1982, it was more or less immediately received as the 
definitive Wolverine story, and in many quarters still re- 
tains that status. It took the X-Men's runaway fan favorite 
and gave him new depth and vulnerability while keeping 
his mystique. In the story. Wolverine, or Logan, went to 
Japan, where his old flame Mariko has been forced into 
marriage to an abusive weasel. The real villain of the 
tale is Mariko' s father Shingen, who gets into a teasing 
wooden-sword fight with a drugged Logan. About to 
lose the duel, Logan pops his razor-sharp adamantium 
claws to defend himself, and Logan's narration explains 
that Shingen has manipulated this whole encounter to 
make Logan look cowardly in front of Mariko: 'T couldn't 
dishonor myself more in her eyes if I tried," Logan mopes. 

There's nothing comparable to that painful mo- 
ment in The Wolverine, which takes bits and pieces from 
the Claremont / Miller story — the Tokyo setting, some 
character names — but goes afield for a more sci-fi nar- 
rative in which Logan (Hugh Jackman) saves a Japanese 
soldier, Yashida, from being obliterated in Nagasaki in 
1945, then is summoned to visit the now-dying man de- 
cades later. Yashida has become the head of a major tech 
corporation, and he has been trying to cheat death; Logan, 
with his mutant power of instant self-healing, may be the 
old guy's ticket to immortality. Mariko now becomes Yas- 
hida' s granddaughter, and there's no love or even much 
affection between her and Logan. So basically Logan is 
pulled into the story not by his heart but by a guy who's 
afraid to die. 

There's also some gibberish involving a character 
named Viper (Svetlana Khodchenkova), who takes away 
Logan's healing powers by breathing toxic fumes on him 
or something, and embedding some sort of spider around 
his heart. The movie does bring in the assassin Yukio (Rila 
Fukishima), who in the comics fell in love with Logan and 
was jealous of his sappy attachment to Mariko, but here 
comes across as a sexless anime cosplayer with a bright 
red wig. I don't know how you start with such a simple. 



effective story as the Claremont /Miller series, take out 
whatever 's interesting, and throw in stuff that doesn't 
belong in this or any story. 

The director-for-hire here is James Mangold, who 
started out telling small, human stories (Heavy, Girl Inter- 
rupted, Cop Land, Walk the Line) and in recent years (Knight 
and Day and this) just seems to have given up. In Marvel 
Comics' heyday, there was a cynical maxim: "You don't 
work for comics unless you work for Marvel." Nowadays 
it's more like "You don't work for Hollywood unless you 
work for Marvel." The sequence most people will point to 
as a highlight unfolds atop a bullet train going 300 miles 
an hour, with Logan and various assassins stumbling 
around trying to stay attached to the roof with knives or 
claws. It's fun, and contains some of the rare levity in an 
otherwise humorless movie, but it's just there as an action 
beat; it doesn't establish or strengthen character. All that 
money, all those CGI techs working into the night, and it 
doesn't pack a fraction of the impact of a wooden-sword 
battle between two men in the comic. 

So instead of working Logan's emotions, the 
movie seeks to make him vulnerable by sapping his 
powers of healing. This means he gets shot and stabbed a 
bunch of times, but still doesn't die. It also means that he 
somehow doesn't bleed to death every time he pops his 
claws, which emerge from the backs of his hands; we're to 
understand that in his usual mode, the flesh heals around 
the claws when they're out and seals up again when 
he retracts the claws. The climax involves a huge Silver 
Samurai also made out of adamantium, and by then the 
movie has abandoned pretty much any interest in making 
this a story about Logan, or a story about anything. 

Boldly photographed (by Ross Emery) and scored 
(by Marco Beltrami), The Wolverine at least looks like more 
of a real movie than the awful previous solo Logan effort, 
2009's X-Men Origins: Wolverine. By virtue of basing itself 
glancingly upon one of the seminal Wolverine stories 
instead of one of the most useless and uncalled-for Wol- 
verine stories, the movie gets comparatively high marks, 
but only because it follows such a stinker. And this is yet 
another comic-book movie in which dozens of people are 
slashed and stabbed to death and we see nary a pinprick's 
worth of blood. In his early days, when comics still had to 
abide by the violence-phobic Comics Code, Logan had to 
get around becoming a mass murderer by subduing his 
enemies in more oblique ways. But in a PG-13 movie, ap- 
parently it's perfectly fine for Logan to shish-kebab every- 
one within reach, as long as you don't show the thirteen- 
year-olds of America what those claws would actually do 
to a human being — or to the powerless Logan's hands, 
for that matter.

This 
1986 film adaptation of E.M. Forster's novel features 
Maggie Smith, Helena Bonham Carter, Julian Sands 
and Daniel Day-Lewis in a tale of romance, repression, 
manners and mores. The film received eight Academy 
Award nominations, winning Oscars for Best Adapted 
Screenplay, Best Art Direction and Best Costume Design.

Mattapoisett Passes and Permits 

Parking Passes and Shellfish Permits are now 
available in the Treasurer/ Collector's Office. The 
traditional Parking Sticker for Mattapoisett residents 
and property owners is being replaced with a Parking 
Pass Placard to be hung on a vehicle's rear view mirror. 
The placard should make it easier for the enforcing 
departments to identify vehicles that are not in 
compliance with the parking rules and regulations. 

A Parking Pass, which costs $10, is required for 
parking at the following locations: Town Landing (off 
Mattapoisett Neck Road), Shining Tides Beach (End 
of Reservation Road), Hiller's Cove Beach (off Aucoot 
Road), Town Beach (Water Street) and Town Wharf 
(Shipyard Park - Water Street). Proof of current vehicle 
registration is required for purchasing a Parking Pass. 
In addition, non-resident property owners must provide 
proof of property ownership; and year-round renters 
must provide a valid lease. 

New for 2013 is the Guest Parking Pass, for use 
by family members and summer renters. The Guest 
Parking Pass must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview 
mirror and is transf err able from vehicle to vehicle. Guest 
Parking Passes can be purchased by a property owner 
for $35, upon the purchase of at least one regular Parking 
Pass. Guest Passes are not replaceable and are not valid at 
the Town Wharf. 

Shellfish Permits / Buttons are available for 
Mattapoisett residents and property owners for $25. For 
Rochester and Marion residents, the cost is $35, which 
includes a special Shellfishing Parking Pass Placard 
that must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview mirror. 
Proof of residency or property ownership is required to 
purchase a Shellfish Permit. For all other non-residents, 
the cost is $135, which also includes the Shellfishing 
Parking Pass.
